Freeman's Fatal 


Freeman, who a few yuara ago, itt a 


fit of fanaticism, killed hia child and 
has since been in a lunatic asylum, and 
is now pronounced sane, was placed on 
trial at Barnstable, Mass., ou the 1st for 
the crime. 
Freeman, is bis own behalf 


said that four years ago he was insane. 
When the aot was committed he be- 
loved he was doing God's will. Two 
years afterward it occurred to him that 


was insane when he committed th« 


aot. He had never evaded the law of 
the land, but thought he should obey 
God rather than man. He had not, in 
lis own estimation, besn insane for 
eleven months at least. 
He fully be- 


ieved his religious experiences had done 
'or him all they could, and if granted a 
discharge he would accept the first hon- 
orable position offered that would en- 
able him to support his family. Free- 
man was then arraigned on an indict- 
ment for murder aud pleaded not guilty. 
Judge Colburn authorized his removal 
from the asylum to Barnstable jail, to 
await further action.

Mnort in Their Accounts. 


A valuable discovery of old rsoords 


has been made in the Treasury Depart- 
ment. For years past it was supposed 
tbat the oldest records of the Pay De- 
partment in existence were dated 1792. 
Recently, however, pay records of the 
continental establishment, from 1781 to 
1792, were found in dust covered files 
under the roof of the Treasury building. 
These books contain the accounts cl 
General George Washington, Benedict 
Arnold, Aaron Burr, Jonathan Trum- 
bull, Marquis de Lafayette, and many 
other distinguished champions of the 
revolutionary struggle. The books show 
a balance due the government unac- 
counted for from General Washington 
of $161,330. There is nothing in exist- 
ence to show how this deficit occurred, 
but it is surmised the money was lost in 
military operations. There is also a 
large shortage in Washington's specie 
account, but this is probable due to the 
depreciation of 
Continental 
money. 


Benedict Arnold was apparently short 
in his accounts $18,031 67, and Lafa- 
yette's receipts did not tally with his 
disbursements in the sum of $20,202. 


Corltli iir.i Paper ou Insanity as n 


J>efcusc. 


George B. Cor-khill. who figured con- 


spicuously in the trial of the assassin oC 
President Garfield, read a paper in New 
York Tuesday night before the Medico- 
Legal Society ou insanity as a defense 
for crime. 
He held that the judgment 


and e locution should be swift with the 
crank; for the escape of one of these 
men encouraged the entire class to go 
on committing crimes for like notoriety 
and like exemption. They well know 
they commit crime and deserve punish- 
ment, tind when the knife of justice 
fulls upon cue of tbeir number it strikes 
them with horror. If the disease of in- 
sanity really exists, then let that ques- 
tion be determined, not thnt he may 
escape punishment, but that punish- 
ment may be tempered in accord with 
his physical and mental condition. 


The Late J>r. 
Estate. 


S.E. 
Wilsou, udmiuistrator of the 


estate of the lute Dr. Glenn, says the 
estate is beyond doubt solvent. 
He

THE TARIFF QUESTION. 


[Tuscarora Mining News.] 


Again the question that has figured so 


prominently in the hutory of this coun- 
try is being agitated, but in an uncer- 
tain, incomprehensible manner that ad- 
mits of no satisfactory conclusion. 
The 


fact of tbe matter is' the advocates o! 
tbe measure don't exactly know what 
they do want. They desire to make 
some change and are even doubtful 
themselves as to the propriety of doing 
so, aud uncertain regarding tbe result 
The American people enjoy so many 
privileges tbat they fail to place tbe 
proper appreciation on any of them 
Suppose the ports were opened to the 
world to-day aud a tariff for revenue 
only collected, how would we be bene- 
fit ted? To-day, under existing tariff 
laws, we received remuneration for ser 
vice in proportion to the prices we pay 
A reduction of tariff means a corres- 
ponding reduction of the price for labor 
and everything else that it affects. I 
would ba simply a change tbat woulc 
not be accompanied with any benefits 
Our government is in a flourishing con 
dition; our people prosperous—and pro- 
tective tariff made them so. The peo- 
ple of California and tbe coast expectec 
to derive some benefit when the turif 
on Sandwich laUnd sugar was taken off 
but to-day they pay just .as much for the 
article as they ever did. If the tariff ou 
iron was taken off to-day many furnaces 
would be compelled to close down, anc 
just as soon ns the demand from abroac 
exceeded the stock on hand, what woulc 
bs the result? It would go up and jus1 
as high as the demand would permit 
and Europe would control the market 
If ire wore suffering in consequence o 
the protective tariff it would be policy 
to devise means for relief, but we are 
not. 


If the sauie interest that is taken in 


this matter could be directed to interna 
tariff and a reduction accomplished, wi 
can plainly see tbe benefit we would re 
ceive; and it would, in time, be tbe verj 
means pi opening our ports. Our high 
rate of internal tariff precludes the pos 
sibility of American manufacturers com- 
peting with those of Europe. Oar geo 
graphical position is such that where 
one locality could successfully compel 
with foreign manufacturers, 
another 


c •. i tt 
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is light and the distance to transport 
short. Here, we carry tbe raw material 
a long distance over different lilies of 
railway and pay a heavy rote for trans- 
portation. Do away with protective 
tariff to-morrow, bring about that gen- 
eral reduction tbat would necessarily 
follow, and it would not be twenty-four 
hours before tbe laboring man in Amer- 
ica would set up a cry for old wages and 
old prices.
